for the Glory of the Pope; as. what Son does not 
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, cannot conceal 
his Grief, that rhofe who fecretly, follicited this Brief 
for their private Insereft, thould have fo little regard .

intereft himfelf in his Father’s Reputation? Now 
every Chriftian has caufe to lament, that the fecrer 
Inftigators of the Brief fhould perf{wade his Holine‘s 
to pafs.an Ignominious Cenfure on an Ordinance 
made by a Soveraign without hearing that Soveraiga, 
to condemn a Law without hearing the Legiflator ; 
and by fo doing to acquaint”* the whote World, that 
at Rome they forget the Laws of Nature when they 
would cenfure a pofitive Law. >? 

God forbid the Attorney General fhould impure 
this Conduct to our Holy Father the Pope. ‘his 
Cenfure efcap’d his paftoral Vigilance, (while he was 
taken up with the infinite Cares of the gencra! Go- 
vernment of the Church through the arrful Sug- 
geftions of thofe,who made it their bufinefS to impofe , 
upon his ene his Wifdom,and {educe 
his fatheriy tendernefs. 
. Our Holy Father the Pope is too clearfighted, nor 
to fee that this Brief concerns all Soveraigns ; hat 
all crown’d Heads cannot but be fenfible of it ; shat 
all Princes of that Condition have receiv'd from God 
a Power to give Laws to their Subjects in Matters 
civil and tengporal ;_ and that it is attacking them in 
the tendereft part of their Authoriry,to offer to fubject 
their Ordinances to his Spiritual Fulmanations. That 
He whofe Vitar he is -on Earth, began his Miffion 
by a folemn Act of Obedience to the Laws of 2 Tem- 
ta Potenrate; that he afterwards taught the whole 

ation among whom he liv’d, to pay Tribute to the 
very Mbnarch that opprefs’d their Liberty ; and thar 
the Apoftle out of whofe Mouth the Holy Ghoft 


- utter’d fuch great Truths to Men, eftablith’d for one 


of the chief Fundamentals of Chriftianity Submiffion 


‘to the Laws of Soveraigns, which he practis’d him- 


felf, hen, unjuftly aceus’d, he made ufe of an Ap- 
peal, "which thofe Laws allow’d him, for juftifying 
his Innocence. 

*Tis ‘true, the Priefthood and civil Government, 
the two Powers that govern the World, ‘being inde- 
pendant of each other, ought not ro incroach one 
upon the other. Butgif our Holy Father the Pope 
imagin’d thar his Royal Highnefs’s Ordinance broke 
in upon thofe of the Church, it might have been ex- 
pected from the Juftice and Wifdom of his Holinefs, 
that he Would have condefcended to adveriife his 
Royal Highnefs of it, either by fending him an ex- 
hortatory or a monitory Brief to that purpofe, or by 
commanding his Royal Highnefs’s Refident at Rome, 
to inform his Matter of the Complaints that had been 
made to him concerning it. The Method of the 


_ Church has always been to admonifh her Sons 


of their Faults; whence the Term of Canonical Ad- 
monition,fo often repeated in the holy Canons,which 
haye made. it an inviolable Law to let Admonition- 
precede Condemnation. The Church is a tender 
Mother, thar firft exhorts, admonifhes, inftructs: Her 
firft: Weapons are Prayer, charitable advices, and re- 
monftrances, and fhe never has recourfe to others, 


‘till thefe have been employ’d to no purpofe. 


This is. agreeable not: only to Regularity and Ju- 
ftice,but likewife to Decency and good Manners. The 
Rank, the Extraction, the Piety of his Royal High- 
nefs ; the Honour he has to be fo nearly related to 
the 2 greateft Monarchs in Chriftendom ; the Mefics 
of Charles V his Fagher, of triumphant Memory, ac- 
' knowledg’d

Had thisOrdinance meddied withMatters of Faith, 
it would not haye been neceffary to hear the Author, 
becaufe“a propofition againtt the Faith, cannot be 
excus'd or juttified by the Author ; bur as for the 
Ditcipline, Jurifdiétion, and exterior Government of 
the Church, they are different according to the Cu- 
ftoms of different States in Chriftendom ; whence it 
is, chat in {ucts Macters it is neceffary ro hear the Au- 
thor of a Law, becaufe the Law ir felf being mute 
cannot defend it felf but by the Legiflaror. 

Now had his Royal Highnefs been heard, he would 
have remonftrated to our holy Father the Pope, the 
Reafons which gave occafion to thar Ordinance; he. 
would have acquainted him what Ordinances of like
